A New Courthouse. 


It will be seen by a report of their 
meeting, published in another column, 
that the Board of Supervisors, the City 
Board of Education and a committee of 
the City Council met for the purpose of 
considering the question of the county’s 
purchasing the High School grounds 
for a Courthouse site, and that all were 
in favor of it. In view of the present 
condition of the finances it is almost a 
necessity for the Board of Education to 
sell the present High School site. With- 
out the money that it will bring they 
must not only cut short the present 
sthool year for want of funds, but 
they will not have a penny for 
new buildings so much needed, nor for 
the. necessary repairs upon the old ones. 
The present school accommodations 
are totally inadequate for the children 
now in thecity. The Board is doing 
all it can, but it cannot create money, 
and the children come here faster than 
the taxes increase. 
If the High School site is sold, they 
will get the right location for the new 
courthouse, and the City Board of 
Education will get money enough to 
repair the old buildings and erect a suf- 
ficient number of new ones to accom- 
modate the children next year. 

There has; been some question as to 
the matter of conveying title to the 
schoolhouse lot, if sold for other uses; 
-but at yesterday's meeting that matter 
was cleared up by a competent legal 
adviser, and the way is now clear to 
sell, so far as any question of conveying 
title is concerned. The action of the 
joint meeting is therefore wise and 
timely, and, if approved by the Super- 
Visors and the City Oouncil, will result 
in giving us a new courthouse and some 
new school buildings. 


Fraud in House-Building. 


The San Francisco Chronicle is in 
receipt of a complaint from a house- 
builder of that city who represents that 
he is constantly being swindled by col- 
lusion between Ins contractor and his 
architect. He specifies that he con- 
tracted for a brick foundation which 
was to contain 8000 bricks, but by run- 
ning up the outside wall only one brick 
in thickness and filling in the center 
‘with sand, the contractor managed to 
put up the foundation with only 3000 
bricks. He contracted for flues from 
each fire-place and stove-hole, but the 
contractor only gave him one flue to 


four ‘fire-places. He contracted for 


Al rustic work and got the com- 
monest kind of sapped wood, 
His original plan contemplated a 
front elevation, with elaborate or- 
namental work, but after the building 
had begun the architect altered his 
plan without notice to the owner, and 
the contractor gave him a plain front 
without any pretense at ornamentation. 
The Chronicle says editorially: ‘‘Al- 
together, he seems to have been an ill- 
used man, At Chicago and Kansas 
City when they want to describe a 
champion scoundrel they say he is as 
great a rascal as a building contractor. 
The expression has become proverbial. 
We presume it is much the same here. 
There are doubtless honest men in the 
business, but there are a good many 
who only escape the penitentiary by 
superior knowledge of the law. The 
remedy for victims would seem to be, 
find out the honest few and employ 
them only. It ought not to be very 
difficult to pick them out.’’ 

Is there no other remedy ?—no way 
of enforcing a contract ? We opine 
there must be if an energetic attempt 
be made in that direction.

| RAILROAD DEBTS. 


Anxious to Act in the Rele of a Public Ben- 
efactor—More Roads and Fresh Se- 
curities His Motic. 7 
Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Wasuineton, March 6.—Mr. Hoar laid 
before the Senate a letter he had received 
from the President of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, which he asked might be 
printed for information. The letter is as 


follows: 

_ .*Boston, Feb. 9, 1885. 

‘Hon. Geo. F. Hoar, U. 8. Senate, 
Washington, D. C.—Mx Sm: The 
bill of the Senate Judiciary ‘Committee 
reported by yon, regulatiag the future 
payments to be made by this company to 
the United States in settlement of its ob- 
ligations, has now for somd days been in 
my hands. As you are” sware, representa- 
tives of the company were not consulted 
in regard to this ‘while it was in prepara- 
tion, nor were they permitted to see it 
until it had been reported to the Senate. 
As the Union Pacific is one of the corpora- 
tions interested, it may not be out of 


Dlace for nie, now that an opportunity for | 


considering the measure has been afforded, 
to state to you as briefly as may be the 
conclusions reached in regard to it from 
the Directors’ point of view. As origin- 
ally reported the bill wase-construed as 
compelling the company tO make semi- 
annual payments amounting to about 
$450,000 each, with increasing interest 
from the first payment forward to the one 
hundred and twentieth, so that in round 
numbers the payments during the first 
year would have amounted to about $900,- 
000, and the payment during the sixtieth 
year would haue amounted to about $32,- 
500,000. As subsequently amended the 
annual payments from the beginning were 
to include interest on the entire amount 
of the unpaid debt; that is, the payments 
for the first year would have been $2,500,-. 
000, which would have regularly decreased 
at the rate of about $30,000 per annum, as 
the debt was paid, until in the sixtieth 
year the payments would have amounted 
to about $900,000. In the shape in which 
the measure is now left the paymentsas I 
understand it, are equalized through the 
entire period, so that, including the Cen- 
tral branch, there will be about $1,800,- 
000 a year. This makes it merely neces- 
sary for me to refer to the two last plans 
—that of annually decreasing the pay- 
ments and that of equalizing the payments. 
As respects the first of these two plans— 
that of the largest payments at first—I 
am obliged te. say I do not think that un- 
der the present business conditions 
of the country the Union Pacific 
would be able to meet its require- 
ments. However, it might have been 
under conditions which heretofore 
existed, it is notorious that neither for 
the Union Pacitic nor for the other rail- 
roads in the country are the present 
times prosperous. Business is languish- 
ing, receipts falling off and the future is 
uncertain. Nor are these conditions the 
adverse conditions of a merely passing 
nature. There are now four _ trans- 
continential routes in the place of one, 
and the Union Pacific meets severe com- 
petition in its most valuable local terri- 
tory. It remains to be seen how far the 
increase of traftic will compensate for its 
sub-divisions. Consequently a load 
which in a few years might have been 
safely assumed-is now dangerously heavy. 
If you expect a horse to haul a load, it is 
not well to hitch to him a load heavier 
than he can pull. What is true physical- 
ly of the horse is true financially of the 
Union Pacific. 
From my present knowledge of the 
company’s system of roads and existing 
business conditions, I am obliged to say 
that annual requirements of $2,500,000 on 
the part of the United States would so | 
cripple the Union Pacific that I should. be 
unwilling to assume responsibility for the 
result. As respects the second scheme, I 
am advised that the equalized payments, 
including those of the Central branch, 
wonld amount to $1,800,000 a year. There 
is, I think, a fair and reasonable prospect 
that the company could carry this bur- 
den. I do net-pretend to speak with con- 
fidence, for even that load is a heavy one, 
and the future of a railroad is always a 
matter of uncertainty. While the Gov- 


{ernment compels the Union Pacific to 


meet competition in order to retain its 
traffic, it has by its legislation so tied up 
the hands of this company that it cannot 
meet its competitors on equal terms. I 
cannot but consider the policy of late 
years pursued with this company by the 
United States, as economically a faulty one 
from the point of view that itis not in the 
interest of either the Government 
or the people to force the Union Pacific 
to annnally take these large sums from 
its capital and lock them up in the over- 
flowing National Treasury. The Union 
Pacific serves six States and four 
territories. There is not one of those 
States and territories which is not to-day 
calling for railway developmen, which, 
if it could be provided witb, would not 
only afford whole communities sorely 
needed business facilities, but would add | 
largely to the traftic and income of this 
company, Every dollar, therefore, which 
is taken out of its business annually is so 
much which could. be applied to the 
development of the country, not only to 
the great advantage of the Union Pacific, 
but to increase the security of the gov- 
ernment so far as the ultimate recovery 
of its debt is concerned. Each request 
for these additional facilities which now 
reaches me will have to be met with the 
answer that the money which would have 
sufticed to supply the same has been paid 
into the National Treasury. The 
government has taken from us and 
the communities we serve just so much 
fructifying capital. The Union Pacific 
now has in the Thurmar act sinking fund, 


year, some $5,000,000. That $5,000,000 
would easily construct and equip 350 
miles of railroad. Thoge 350 miles of rail- 
road would bring into the Union Pacific 
system probably ten times the net income 
of the sinking fund investments. The 
first mortgage securities, representing 
the ownership of this additional mileage, 
might be deposited in the Treasury, and 
if at the maturity of the loan the com- 
pany was unable to raise the necessary 
money to pay the Government off, it must 
take the consequences. The Gover at 
could sell out the securities representing 
the whole Union Pacific system to the 
highest bidder. In all human probability 
no loss would be incurred, while an ines- 
timable benefit would have been conferred 
on the community which that system 
served. Such, it seems to me, would be 
the true business policy for the Govern- 
ment to pursue with this company. Con- 
gress might impose any restrictions it saw 
fit in regard to the construction of 
the auxilary lines. It might insist 
upon their securities of every description 
being deposited in the Treasury. But for 
a dozen years to come before the Pacific 
loans mature the people in the States and 
Territories beyond the Missouri and 
among the mountains would have the ad- 
vantage of those lines, and thus what is 
now a barren sinking fund, useful to no 
one, would be converted into what seems to 
me the most beneficial system of improve- 
ment which could be devised. This pian, 
undoubtedly, Congress has fully consid- 
ered and set aside as impracticable. I 
therefore do not urge it. merely sub- 
mit a scheme of the directors of the Union 
Pacific Railway Company, and it seems to 
me, to-day, from every conceivable point 
of view, that it is a wise scheme, and more 
financially sound than any other which 
has been suggested. 
Meanwhile it only remains for the 


‘Union Pacific to accept such terms as are 


im upon it. When the Thurman 
bill was the government practi- 
cally took the control of this matter out 


of the company’s hands. The plan its 
representatives had devised for meeting 
the government obligations at maturity 
was then set aside and another one de- 
vised by Congress and substituted for it. 
The sinking fund plan was substituted for 
the auxiliary railroad system plan. 
Since then the attitude of the company 
has been an expectant one. It was wait- 
ing to see what rule Congress in its wis- 
dom shall] im , and when that rule is 
imposed it will live up to it. If, upon a 
fair trial, the burden exceeds the com- 
pany’s strength the directors do not 
doubt that in the interest of all concerned 
Congress will modify it. This, therefore, 
is the view which the directors now 
take of the Senate Judiciary bill, in 
the shape which they understand 
it has finally assumed. The company is 
willing to accept it, and to loyally live up 
to it to the rary their ability. Mean- 
while, it isnot responsible for it, and if, 
as I hope will not be the case, the burden 
shall be found to exceed its strength, it 
will be simply for Congress to say wheth- 
er it pro to take the property or to 
modify e act. 

There is one other matter to which I 
wish to refer, upon which much stress has 
been laid in disenssion over the different 
measures proposed. It is a matter of 
some delicacy, but it seems to me import- 
ant, and in such cases Ido not see that 
anything is gained by not speaking out 
frankly, or if need be, py 2 I 
have seen it stated, not only in od 
pers, but in debates in Congresg, that 
practically the Union Pacific was still 
managed by Mr. Gould, and that i had

than would otherwise begiven. In justice 
to Gonld, as well as to myself, I wish to 
state that this is in no degree the case. I 
was not Mr. Gould’s choice for the posi- 
tion I now hold. Moreover, since the 
17th of June last, when I became Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
rong I wish to be held solely responsible 
whatever has been donein the man- 
agement of that company.

Generally his views and = 8 my 
own have coincided: Where they 
have not coincided he has invariably 
acquiesced in my conclusions. properly 
taking the ground that as the responsi- 
bility for results rested on me, it was for 
me to finally decide what conrse should 
be pursued. It is perhaps as well that 
it should be publicly understood that the 
course in this respect which has been pur- 
sued heretofore, willcontinue to be ued 
so long as I remain president of com- 
pany. Whatever is done will be done be- 
cause, after a full discussion with the 
‘directors, I think it 1s the best and wisest 
thing to be done. If at any time a policy 
is imposed upon me by either any single 
director or a majority of directors which 
does not seem to me to be right, I shall 
forthwith make way for some one else 
more in symputhy with that policy than 
I. Meanwhile, till I do so, I assume in 
advance full responsibility, if need be to 
the exclusion of every one else, for what 
ever I niay do.

GaLvEston, March 6.—The Galveston 
News’ Denison spécial says: At 10 o’clock 
this morning, at a prearranged whistle 
signal, all the workmen in the Missouri 
Pacific shops at that place threw down 
their tools and quit work. An outdoor 
meeting was immediately held and com- 
mittees appointed to guard the company’s 
property and allow no one to go to work.

within twenty-four hours. Haynes is very 
obnoxious to the workmen. They assert 


about the recent reduction of wages and 
increasing the hours of labor, and that 
General Manager Hoxie issued the order 
on plans submitted by Haynes. The 
strikers, seem determined. Good order 
prevails. Details of the strikers are 
watching the shops and yards and guard- 
ing the company’s property. At Long- 
view the strikers are also watching the 
company’s property.

‘BRITAIN’S FEARS. 
Earl Granville’s Reply to Bis. 
marek’s Speech. 


PROBABLE CONFLICT IN AFGHANISTAN. 


German Officials Cheerful Over the Outlook 
—Large Order for Cartridges— 
Movement of Troops. 


Associated Press ispa itches to The Times. 
Lonpon, March 6.—In the House of 
Lords Granville said he felt it to be unbe- 
coming for him to make a long re- 
ply here to Bismarck’s speech in 
the Reichstag on Monday, because Bis- 
marck had raised several points concern- 


ing a number of written communications 
which had been exchanged aod a namber 
of dispatches which had been published in 
the Blue Book before being de livered, and 
deciared dispatches had been published 
which ought never to fave been pub-. 
lished. ‘‘I hope,’’ said Gganville, ‘‘to 
make such a statement in the regular way 
to Bismarck as shall show him the above 
points may bear a very different color. I 
sincerely regret the speech I made in the 
House of Lords, under pressure of severe 
party attack, annoyed Bismarck, who 
evidently labored under misconceptions. 
The Duke of Richmond had attacked the 
government, saying, ‘your own papers 
show the Egyptian policy to be bad and ro- 
gret that the foreign statesman condemns 
them.’ I retorted that the Duke of Rich- 
mond had no occasion to complain of Bis- 
marck’s disapproval, because we failed to 
follow his very friendly advice—I ought 
perhaps (to havo said vpinion—which 
marck gave the previous and present gov- 
ernment to take Egypt. I added that I 
presumed he did not expect us to abandoii 
ally liberty of action in our foreign and” 
colonial policy. The thrust was aimed at 
the Duke of Richmond and not Bismarck. 
The latter, to my great regret, constiued 
this as having a meaning which 
I positively assert does not attach / 
toit. Bismarck also complained of: my 
incorrectly describing his’ advice, or 
rather opinion, which, even if true, I had 
no right to mention, because it was most 
confidential. Now, regarding the words 
‘Take Egypt,’ I would probably have 
used a better phrase if I had spoken from 
notes, although the words were certainly 
applicable to annexation, protectorate or 
even occupation. Nobody would regret 
more, and nobody would be injured more 


by a breach of confidence ' than 
myself. ZI did not mean to _ ge- 
fer to those private and friendly 


communications described by Bismarck in 
the Reichstag, but to subsequent declara- 
tions, which wer. not confidential. It is 
not the present hope of England to repre- 
sent Europe’s interests in Egypt for the 
future. My object is not to defend my- 
self, but to correct misapprehensions 
which are inevitable, when important 
utterances are telegraphed incorrectly, 
as frequently happeus, between the capi- 
tals of Europe. No country more tuilly 
and chverfully appreciates Germany’s im- 
mensely important position im Europe 
than does England.” 
RUMORS OF WAR. 

San Francisco, March 6.—The Chron- 
icle’s New York special states: The Sun’s 
London cable says: The question of 
peace or war between England and Rus— 
sia is the most promineng topic in local 
and military circles here., Opinions dif- 
fer as to the feasibility of either power 
making Afghanistan a field of battle, and 
the idea prevalent is that the topograph- 
ical difficulties of the country, from a 
military point of view, will prove advan- 
tageous to the power which first gets aj 
foothold. At the German embassy Count 
von Munster was inaccessible, but two of 
the secretaries who were seen by the cor- 
respondent expressed a belief that war be- 
tween Russia and England was almost un- 
avoidable. They spoke of the approach- 
ing war as almost a certainty, and hardly 
concealed their delight at the prospect. 

A dispatch from Calcutta says, India is 
able and ready to concentrate 26,000 
native troops under the British Imperial 
colors at Quettah. It is also asserted | 
that a force of 50,000 men has been pre- | 
paring for the past six months to take the 
field in Peshawaur and Kohat. 

The Globe saysit has been informed 
that the government has decided to in- 
trust General Roberts with the command 
of the Quettah division of the army, if it 
should be necessary to push itto the 
Afghan frontier. 

150,000,000 CARTRIDGES ORDERED. | 
New York, March 6.—The Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company of Bridge- 
ort has received an order from the Eng- 
ish Government for 50,000,000 cartridges, 
and another from Russia for 100,000,000 
more.

He 
was charged with conveying a special 
communication to the effect that Emperor 
William was desirous of maintaining cor- 
dial relations between the statesmen of } 
England and Germany. 

The German ambassador had a confer- 
ence with Granville and gave his assur- 
ance that Bismarck was exerting his ir- 
fluence to induce thé Russian minister of 


foreign affairs to agree to the simulta- 


neous withdrawal of Russians and Af- 
ghans from the disputed frontier out- 


posts. 
CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


Senate. 
SacRAMENTO, March 6.—In the Senate: 
this morning Lynch moved to take up out 
of order assembly bill No. 268, which pro- 


vides for the exclusion of Mongolians 
from the public schools, and on motion 
Day’s bill was declared a case of urgency 
and finally passed.

been any collusion or fraud in the Secre- 
tary’s oftice, either on the part of the 
Secretary or his clerks. 

On motion of Kellogg the Governor’s 
appointments were again postponed until 
to-morrow. 

Knight’s bill authorizing municipal 
corporations of the first-class to vote on 
the proposition as to whether or not they 
shall acquire water-works, was finally 


assed. 
Langford’s bill appropriating $20,000 
with which to complete the sewerage at 
the Stockton asylum, by opening North 
street canal to San Joaquin river, was 
opposed by Dr. Knight, on the ground 
that a new sewer was not necessary. 
Langford said the bill provided that 
the city of Stockton should give $25,000 
toward the work. He maintained that 
the sewerage improvement was necessary. 
The bill was ordered to be engrossed. 
Reddy moved to take up out of order 
Assembly bill No. 410. This bill is the 
first of the series of the Fresno convention 
irrigation bills. The riparian members 
once pricked up their ears and Cox 
moved a call of the Senate.
